Although  no  Council  Houses  were  * erected  during  the  year, 
the  Council's  Post-vmr  Housing  -Programme  of  building  has  al'l^viated 
the  majority  of  overcrowded  dwelling.

HOUSPIG  REPAIRS 

The  position  relating  to  housing  repairs  does  not  present 
any  great  difficulty,  due  to  the  c o-opera tion  of  landlords.  Rising 
costs  of  building  materials  and  labour  are  the  greatest  det'^rrent 
in  the;  raaj oritur  of  cases. 


POST  War  housing 


The  site  on  the  ivionmouth  Road  has  now  been  fully  developed 
and  contains  52  Council  Houses.  Also  on  this  site  18  houses  have 
been  errected  b^r  the  Prison  Commissioners,  and  two  are  still  in  the 
coursj  of  construction. 

The  errection  of  private  dv\rellings  is  proceeding  slowly  and 
up  to  the  present  private  d'wellings  have  been  errected.

The  town  is  served  by  the  Pontypoel  Gas  & *“qtor  Company's 
Water  Undertaking  and  with  the  exception  of  eight  houses  which  are 
distent  fiom  the  mains  all  houses  have  a piped  water  suppl:.’’. 

The  Ton typo j1  Rural  Pistrlct  Council  have  almost  completed 
a water  suppler  schumu  to  the  parish  of  Gwehelog;  this  v;ili  make  it 
possible  for  the  ronalning  eight  houses  in  the  Urban  District  to 
to  have  a piped  water  supply. 

SL'vn.Gd  disposal 


The  majority  of  hous  -s  in  the  ai-ea  are  connected  to  the  Tovm 
Sewers  and  the  sewage  is  at  present  being  dealt  with  hy  means  of  a . ■ 

settlement  tank  and  sludgy  lagoons;  the  effluent  discharging  by 
means  of  soakaways  to  the  river  Usk. 

It  was  anticipated  that  thy  sev^eragy  scheme  f oi-  the  town  woul 

have  come  int j operation  before  the  end  of  the  year,  but  owing  to 
extrerael:/  slov\?  progress  on  thy  part  of  the  Gontractor,  it  is  no'w  antici- 
pated that  the  scheme  will  commency  faring  the  early  part  of  next  year. 

The  new  scheme  provides  for  an  increase  in  population  up  tp 
2,500  and  in  addition  to  the  hous-s  provided  for  b7/  the  old  ’works  will 
take  the  drainage  of  72  houses  at  the  Council's  Housing  Estate  and  also 
those  houses  in  the  lower  lying  part  of  the  town  which  are  nov/  draining 
to  septic  tanks* 

The  temporary  disposal  works  now  dealing  with  the  sev/age  from 
th  Council's  Housing  Estate  will  be  dispensed  ’with  when  the  new  works 
are  put  into  operation. 

REEUSE  DISPOSiiL 

Refuse  is  collected  at  weekly  intervals,  and  all  tipping 
canied  out  at  the  nowl;-  acquired  tip  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town, 
and  adjoining  the  sit.  of  thy  new  syvi/age  disposal  plant. 

The  tip  is  insp-cted  frequent  I:?-  for  nuisances  and  rat  infest- 
ations. 


PI  SIR FE STATI  ON 

The  sewers  are  treated  and  inspected  as  often  as  is  required 
and  Infestation  is  on  a ver^,^  minor  scale. 

Such  pr-ymises  as  were  found  to  be  infested  were  immediately 
dealt  with  but  infestations  were  of  a very/-  minor  degree. 

Thy  refuse  tip  is  pyriodically  treat-^d  and  Infestation  kept 
to  a minimum. 

FO  )D SHOPS 

All  fo:)dshop3,  bakehouse  and  restauants  were  inspected 
durinr  the  77-ear.
